Claim Objections 

Claims 1 ,2 are objected to because of the following informalities: The preamble 
of claim 1 is confusing. It is suggested that "For use in combination with a ", in claim 1 
line 1, be changed to "A". In claim 1 line 3, "the improved distribution system" lacks 
proper antecedent basis. It is suggested that "the improved distribution system for" be 
changed to "and including a distribution system". In claim 1 line 13, "the underside" 
lacks proper antecedent basis and should probably be changed to "an underside". In 
claim 1 line 15, "the exit" lacks proper antecedent basis and should probably be 
changed to "an exit". In claim 1 line 15, "the compacted layer" lacks proper antecedent 
basis and should probably be changed to "a compacted layer". Claim 2 lacks a 
dependency and should be canceled or amended to depend from claim 1 . Appropriate 
correction is required. 
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Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the plurality of 
presswheels (claim 2) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered.
